The

Montgomery, accused of wrecking the 
bank through 
the embezzlement of 
cash and securities, to waive a pre­ 
liminary hearing and to be held for 
the grand jury investigation, prevent­ 
ed the taking of any t**gtimony by 
United States Commissioner William 
T. Lindsay, and officially no new light 
has 
been thrown upon his alleged 
peculations. 
So far as the court records are con­ 
cerned lie is charged only with the 
embezzlement of $469,<K)0 cash and 
112.',,000 worth ot securities. 
That the hank has in some manner 
sustained a much greater loss is ap 
parent from all of its recent state 
merits snowing that it could sustain 
a loss approximating $2.000,000 with­ 
out impairment of its capital and the 
statement made to City Treasurer J. 
F. Steel last week, when lie made in­ 
quiries as to the city’s deposits of 
$ 1 ,*>46,953. 
Mr. Steel said lie was told 
last week by Dank Kxaminer William 
I,. Folds and by officers of the bank 
that the alleged shortage was about 
$M10,000 and that the bank could pay 
1 hat out ot its surplus and undivided

Efforts to Utilize Slack, or Waste, 
at Mines. 


BURNS WITH LITTLE SMOKE. 


Government 
Experiments 
Show 
It 
Mak e s More Steam Than Lu m p Coal. 
Vessels Could 
Add 
Two 
Knots ar 
Ho ur to Their Speed by Using It. 


In testing the fuels being used by the 
American government toe United State»* 
geological survey bos succeeded in de 
Veloping the briquet form of coal to 
such an extent that it promises to be 
an important factor in conserving the 
rapidly diminishing fuel supply of the 
I nited ¡States, says a geological survey 
bulletin. 
There 
Is every 
promise 
that 
the 
mountains of waste coal seen about 
every coal mine and the low grade coal 
that Is now being left In the mines will 
t>e turned Into millions of borsepowat 
for domestic heating and locomotive 
use throughout tlie country. Tests that 
ha\e been made for more than two 
years by the government indicate tin I 
a fuel made from slack or waste coal, 
pressed into briquets, not only burn» 
v itti little smoke, but also evaporates 
more steam and produces more power 
under the same boilers than does the 
same amount of coal. These briquets 
are made by taking ttie waste or slack 
coal and mixing it with sufficient pitch 
so that tlie coal will hold together, the 
whole being pressed into blocks ot 
cakes by machinery. 
Briquets made from 
good quality 
of slack coal have on every occasion 
shown their superiority over the same 
grade of lump coal. This difference Is 
so great. It is said, that vessels burn­ 
ing briquets instead of coal will !>e 
aide to add front one to two knots per 
hour to their usual speed. 
What this 
would mean to one of the Atlantic 
racers Is easily seen. 
During the last six months two prom­ 
inent railroads of the south have made 
trial runs while burning briquets. The 
Atlantic Const Line railroad, after giv­ 
ing the new fuel a thorough trial on a 
numU*r of runs between Rocky Mount 
and Wilmington, N. 0„ reported ttint 
the briquets were a success. The offi­ 
cial report of tlie railroad states that 
172.7<»0 p ound s of coal were consumed 
In making 10.012 car miles against 
161.080 pounds of briquets In making 
12.so*» car miles. Tlie engine that used 
coal made up 231 minutes lost time, 
ami th** engine on which the briquets 
were tried mad** up 202 minutes. 
In 
other words, with 10,720 pounds less of 
briquets than coal 984 more csir miles 
were covered and sixty one more min­ 
utes of lost time were made up. This 
is an apparent economy of 20 per cent 
without taking into consideration the 
cost of tin* briquets. 
In describing the results or the tests 
the road foreman reported: "Titis coal 
burns up entirely, leaving no dirty fire 
at the <*rtd of each trip, saving thirty 
minutes’ time in cleaning the engine. 
The briquets do away with all black 
smoke while using steam, and there is 
but little smoke when the steam is 
turned off. This fuel does away with 
the stopping up of the flues and pto- 
duces a uniform steam.” 
officials of the Chesapeake and Ohio 
Railway company made the following 
report on the use of briquets; “The bri­ 
quet ignites very freely, making an in­ 
tensely hot fire. 
When the engine is 
working, there is very little smoke. A 
heavy tire may be carried, as there is 
no danger of clinkering. 
Very little 
ashes are left.” 
The tests on the Chesapeake and 
Ohio were made on the through trains 
between Washington and Charlottes­ 
ville, Va., during the rush of Christ­ 
mas travel. 
The results 
of 
tlie 
Investigations 
made at the fuel testing plant of the 
government at St. Louis have recently 
been published by the geological sur­ 
vey under the title of "Binders For 
Briquets.” The author of the bulletin, 
James E. Mills, declares that the ob­ 
ject of tli** investigations was to de­ 
termine as tar as possible to what 
extent the manufacture of briquets 
from slack coal may succeed commer­ 
cially under the conditions existing In 
the United States. 
The main problem 
in briquetting, says the author, is to 
flud a suitable binding material at suf­ 
ficiently low cost. When the difference 
in price between slack coal and the 
first class lump is $1, the cost of 
briquetting should 
not 
exceed 
this 
amount.

In testing the fuels being used by the j 
American governm ent the United States j 
geological survey baa succeeded in de 
veloping the briquet form of coal t o 1 
such an ex tent that it promises to be I 
an im portant factor in conserving the 
rapidly dim inishing fuel supply of the 1 
United States, says a geological survey 
bulletin. 
There 
Is 
every 
promise 
that 
t h e 1 
m ountains of waste coal seen about j 
every coal mine and the low grade coal 
that is now being left In the mines will I 
be turned Into millions of horsepower I 
for domestic heating and locomotive 
use throughout the country. Tests that i 
have been m ade for more than two I 
years by the governm ent indicate thi i 
a fuel made from slack or w aste coal, 
pressed Into briquets, not only burns i 
with little smoke, but also evaporates 
more steam and produces more power 
under the sam e boilers than does the I 
same am ount of coal. These briquets 
ore made by taking the w aste or slack 
coal and mixing it with sufficient pitch 
so that the coal will hold together, the 
whole being pressed Into blocks or 
cakes by machinery. 
Briquets 
made from 
good quality 
of slack coal have on every occasion 
shown their superiority over the same 
grade of lump coal. This difference Is 
so great. It is said, that vessels burn­ 
ing briquets instead of coal will be I 
able to add from one to tw o knots per 
hour to their usual speed. 
W hat this 
would mean to one of the Atlantic | 
racers Is easily seen. 
During the last six months twTo prom­ 
inent railroads of the south have m ade j 
trial runs while burning briquets. The 
Atlantic Coast Line railroad, after giv­ 
ing the new fuel a thorough trial on a 
num ber of runs between Rocky Mount 
and Wilmington, N. C., reported that 
the briquets were a success. The offi­ 
cial report of the railroad states that 
172.700 pounds of coal were consumed 
In 
m aking 10,912 car miles against 
161.980 pounds of briquets in making 
12.896 car miles. The engine th a t used 
coal made up 231 minutes lost time, 
and the engine on which the briquets 
were tried m ade up 292 minutes. 
In 
other words, with 10,720 pounds less of 
briquets than coal 984 more car miles 
were covered and sixty-one more min­ 
utes of lost time were m ade up. This 
Is an apparent economy of 20 per cent 
w ithout taking into consideration the 
cost of the briquets. 
In describing the results of the tests 
the road foreman reported: "This coal 
burns up entirely, leaving no dirty fire 
at the end of each trip, saving thirty 
m inutes’ time in cleaning the engine. 
The briquets do aw ay with all black 
smoke while using steam, and there is 
but little smoke when the steam is 
turned off. This fuel does aw ay with 
the stopping up of the flues and pio- 
duces a uniform steam .” 
Officials of the Chesapeake and Ohio 
R ailw ay company made the following 
report on the use of briquets: "The bri­ 
quet ignites very freely, m aking an in­ 
tensely hot fire. 
When the engine is 
; working, there is very little smoke. A 
heavy fire may be carried, as there is 
no danger of clinkering.
